AS BAD AS THE FLOOD 


The Danger of an Epidemic in 
the Conemaugh Valley. 


Sickness, in Spite of Precautions, 
on the Increase. 


Malignant Diptheria Cases Discovered 
in Johnstown This Morning. 


The Sanitary Authorities Using Every Pre- 
caution to Prevent an Epidemic—A Prop- 
osition to Burn the Wreckage Containing 
Hundreds of Decomposing Bodies—Gen. 
Hastings’ Advice—The Work of Recover- 
ing Dead Bodies Being Pushed Vigor- 
ously—Very Few Found To-Day—Order 
Established and Maintained by Dictator 
Scott—How Money Should be Remitted— 
Fighting for Supplies— Providing Homes 
for the Orphans—Contributions and Re- 
lief Measures. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 7.—“ Are the horrors 
of the flood to give way tothe terrors of the 
plague?’’ is the question that is now agitating 
the Valley of the Conemaugh. To-day opened 
warm and almost sultry, and the stench that 
assails one’s senses as he wanders through 
Johnstown is almost overpowering. Sickness, 
in spite of the precautions and herculean 
labors of the sanitary authorities, is on the 
increase, and the fears of epidemic grow with 
every hour. 

It is our impression,’’ said Dr. T. IL. 
White, assistant to the State Board of Health 


this morning, ‘‘that there is going to be great 
sickness here within the next week. Five 
cases of malignant diphtheria were located 
this morning on Bedford street, and as they 
were in different houses they mean five start- 
ing points for the disease. All this talk about 
the danger of epidemic is not exaggerated, as 
many suppose, but is founded upon ex- 
perience. There will be plenty of 
TYPHOID FEVER AND KINDRED DISEASES 
here within a week or ten daysin my opinion. 
The only thing that has saved us thus far has 
been the cold weather. That has now given 
place to summer weather and no one knows 
what the next few days may bring forth. 
Even among the workmen and attendants 
there is already discernible a great tendency 
to diarrhea and dysentery. The men are 
living principaHy upon salt meat and there is 
a lack of vegetables. I have 
been here since Sunday and have 
not tasted fresh meat but once 
since thattime. Iam only one of the many. 
Of course the worst has passed for the phy- 
siclans, as Our arrangements are now per- 
fected and each corps will be relieved from 
time to time. Twenty more physicians arrived 
from Pittsburg this morning, and many of us 
will be relieved to-day. But the opinion is 
general among the medical men that there 
will be more need for doctors in a week hence 
than there is now.’’ 
USING EVERY PRECAUTION. 

Dr. R. L. Sibbel of the State Board of 
Health is in charge of the Sanitary Head- 
quarters. 

„We are using every precaution known to 
science,’’ said he this morning, to prevent 
the possibility of epidemic. Our labors here 
have not been confined to any particular 
channel, but have been extended in various 
directions. Disinfectants, of course, are first in 
importance, and they have been used with 
sparing nohand. The prompt cremation of 
dead animals as fast as diecovered is another 
thing which we have insisted upon. The im- 
mediate erection of water closets throughout 
the ruins for the workmen was another work 
of the greatest sanitary importance and has 
been attended to. They, too, are being dis- 
infected at frequent intervals. We have «a 
committe too that superintends 

THE BURIAL OF THE VICTIMS 
at the cemeteries, It is of the utmost import- 
ance in this wholesale interment that the 
corpses should de interred a safe distance 
beneath the surface in order that their poison- 
ous emanations may not find exit through the 
crevices of the earth. Another committee is 
making a house to house inspection through- 
out the stricken city to ascer- 
tain the number of inhabitants in 
each standing house, the number of sick and 
to order the latter to the! hospital whenever 
necessary. One great danger is the over- 
crowding of the houses and hovels, and that 
is prevented as much as possible by the use ot 
tents on the mountain side. So far there is 
but little contagious disease, and we hope by 
dilligent and systematic efforts to prevent any 
dangerous outbreak.

Homes fer Orphans. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 7.—The Waifs’ Mis- 
sion is doing a noble work in Johnstown, 
Miss H. W. Hinckley and her assistant, Miss 
Cornelia Hancock, are the heroines of the 
hour. Within an hour after their arrival 
upon the scene of horrors, they 
had established a bureau and were 


receiving the children and wee babes that had 
been orphaned by the cruel flood and flames. 
Mises n talked cheerfully of her work 
to A Press reporter this morning. 

We have been very busy from the very first 
bour,’’ said she, Land feel that we have been 
able to render «ood service. Within 
a few minutes we had received 
notification of perhaps a hundred orphan 
children, and as the press was kind enough 
to send out our addresses, we were within a 
few hours more in receipt of offers from all 
over the country to take charge of some of the 
littié ones. In many cases the children re- 
2 to us have subsequently had their lit 

arts gladdened by the sudden apparition 

a mother or father who, after all, 

not lost in the flood, but had found 
friendly refuge on the riverside miles below.

New York, 
Philadelphia and Boston wanted the 
best meerschaum pipes, and the 
trade between Europe and America in this 
line amounted to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars a year. About 1849 a meerschaum 
craze took possession of New York and Phila- 
deiphia, and ina milder form soon extended 
over the entire country. 
THE MEERSCHAUM CRAZB. 

„Nearly every smoker wanted at least one 
fine meerschaum, and some bad as many as 
filteen or twenty. A significant fact, indic- 
ative that it was fashion and not a love for 
pipe-smoking that caused the demand, was 
the disproportionately high price paid for 
colored meerschaums, Tbose who bought the 
finest and most expensive pipes evidently did 
so with no intention of using them, as they 
always tridd to get one ready colored, and not 
afew men made a good living by smoking 
pipes until they attained the desired hue, 
charging large prices for their services. Some 
of the dealers took men regularly into their 
employ who did nothing butcolor pipes, and 
their customers could obtain an article which 
they could add to their collection in perfect 
condition, and without any fumigation on 
their part. 

»The best pipes by far come from Vienna. 
suey are cut, not by common workmen, but 
by ekilled carvers and some of the best are 
real works of rrt. The American buyers at 
first ran to large pipes, with figures carved 
on the stone, ut soon pped this, 
as it was found it was 
impossible to impart anything Uke an even 
color to these. The raised 
upon the bowl w the favorites, and 
fivally those with eut inintagliio.

In regard to the cigar trade the uncer- 
tainty of the demand for — brands is 
equally great. Ioan well remember the time 
when everyone who wanted an expensive cigar 
called for a -‘twist.’ These cigars always 
came in packages of three, twisted together 
like strands of à rope and invariably made of 
very strong, moist tobacco. They were about 
as inconvenient articles to smoke as can wen 
be imagined and seldom or never burned 
evenly, as the twisting made oae portion drier 
than another. But they were the fashion and 
ifthe article sold was only showy and rank 
enough there was never any complaint. Asa 
rule they were madeofvery inferior tobacco 
and the dealers madeagreat profit upon them, 
I doubt if you could to-day find twist ci- 
gars in the city of St. Louis. 

CHEROOTS AND RATTAILS. 

The next rage, and one that has not yet 
died out in some parts of the country, was for 
cheroots. What were called Manilla che- 
roots were soid by the hundreds of thonsands 
in New York,although when they reacheditnat 
city they were farther from Virginia than 
they had ever been before. People pretended 
to discover some pesesiienty delicious flavor 
inthem, although as a matter of fact they 
were nothing but cigars with the sharp end 
cut off. Then came the era of the rat- 
talls, or Virginias, as they were sometimes 
called. These were abouta foot long, with a 
straw, generally cracked, running through 
them. he only difference between them and 
an ordinary cigar was that the smoke was hot 
when it reached the mouth, and the flavor of 
the straw was added to that of the tobacco. 
But the real smokers, those who indulge in 
the weed from the love of it, and not trom 
fashion, never follow false gods, but stick to 
the staple articles.’’

Unsuccessful Efforts of the Firemen to 
Check the Conflagration. 


. The Fire Starts in a Small Frame Building 
and &preads From Block to Block—Fire- 
men Forced to Stop Work and Their Ap- 
paratus Lost in the Burnipg Debris—Calls 


Upon Neighboring Towns Promptly 


Answered—People Crushed Under Fall- 
ing Walls—Over Sixty Acres of the Once 
Thriving City Now a Mass of Smouldering 
Ruinas—All Telegraphic Communication 
With Seattle Completely Cut Off—Re- 
ported Lynching of Thicves—Giant Pow- 
der Powerlessto Check the Progress of 
the Fire—List of the Buildings Destroyed, 
With Partial Amount of the Losses. 


. SEBaTTLE, W. T., June 7.—The Pontus build- 
ing, on First street, caught fire at 2:30 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon and in two hours six 
blocks were in flames. A strong breeze was 
blowing in from the bay and carried the 
flames and burning brands far into the heart 
of the city. About 1,000 feet of hose was 
caught in the advancing blaze ana destroyed. 
The Opera-house block, the block opposite, all 
the warehouses at the foot of Columbia street 
and also the great group of bulidings in the 
rear of the Post-Intelligencer newspaper office 
were burned. At 9 o’clook thirty-one blocks 
were destroyed in the heart ot the city. The 
firemen worked with a will, but were wholly 
unable to cope with the fire. The flames were 
high in the air and sparks were carried for- 
ward by the high winds and spread broadcast 
over that part of the oity lying south, which 
contains many infammabie buildings. Within 
an hour the Opera and Coleman blocks as well 
as the Denny bi were in fames. The Den- 
my and Coleman dlocke were filled with in- 
fiammabie material and burned fiercely. The 
heat was so intense that the firemen were 
hardly able to approach the burning build- 


= OALLS FOR AID. 

Telegrams for aid and fire engines were sent 
to Tacoma, Portland and Port Townsend, and 
replies received immediately. At 11 o’clock 
the Western Union building was on fire and 
the single wire connecting the burning city 
with the outside world was burned. The 
Grand Opera-house, the Occidental Hotei, 
Yester’s block andthe magnificent San Fran- 
cisco store were destroyed. The loss will be 
up inthe millions. Engines and men have 
been sent from all the neighboring oities. The

THE KENYON BLOCK, 

to the north of where the fire originated, had 
to go too, notwithstanding the wind was 
from the east, alittle by north. In this block 
was the job printing establishment of the 

Times, Venen & Vaugh’s music store 
and Baries’ tailor shop. From the Opera- 
house block the fire, now fast becoming «a 
monstrous conflagration, swallowed up the 
square to the south, consisting of all the two- 
story frame buildings occupied by E. Lobe’s 
Golden Rule Bazaar, the Ualifornia Clothing 
House, Gordon Bros.’ large talloring estab- 
lishment, the Oriental Bazaar and several 
other big concerns. 

Notwithstanding the progress of the flames, 
the Fire Department struggled with determin- 
ation to save the most valuable portion of 
Front street tothe south, between Columbia 
street and Yesler, which contained a mas- 
nificentrow of brick buildings of two and 
three stories high, where four banks had 
their offices. The Bank of Commerce, Mer- 
chants’ National, First National, and Wash- 
ington Guarantee and Loan Association and 
Savings Bank. This row consisted of a 
corner block, occupied by Toklas, Singer- 
man & Co.’s gigantic wholesale 
dry goods, eto. emporium; the Union block, 
the Parin building, the San Francisoo Cloth- 
ing-house, Star block, the Aroade building 
and Yesler block on Oentral Square. All the 
telegraph offices were in Central Square. It 
was generally supposed that the entire water 
front would go, but it was hoped, if such was 
inevitable, these buildings could be saved. 
The Safe Deposit Co. aiso had a building 
in .this row. The explosions of giant 
powder were fruitless to prevent the awful 
blinding, suffocating smoke. Onward the 
conflagration went, 

CRACKLING, ROARING, ALMOST SHRIEKING. 

The three-story building to the rear of 
Toklas, Singerman & Co., which was Welton 
& Co.’s sail factory, was an easy prey to the 
terribie heat and cinders from the burning 
Oommercial Mill and iumber-yards. The 
fire soon communicated to Toklas, Sing- 
erman & Co. The water was giving 
out and the streams from several lines 
of hose only reached the second story. The 
Tacoms Fire Department had come over from 
Tacoma in sixty-two minutes on the Puget 
Sound Shore Railroad, but both departments 
combined were powerless and the attempts to 
blow up the Union Block were more dis- 


@astrous to the valiant fire fighters than to any- 


thing else. All this row of bulldinge suc- 
cumbed, although the occupants had time to 
get out most of their valuable effects. The 
square north gave way to the fire easily and 
noon the roof of the three-story Occidental 
Hotel, the finest hotel in the city, got ablaze.

THE LOSS. 

From initial points the fire spread north 
and south a distance of one mile. Every 
newspaper, hotel, telegraph office, railroad 
depot and wharf in the city was totally de- 
stroyed. The entire water-front, including 
all wharves and docks, coal-bunkers and rail- 
way tacks, the wholesale quarter and every- 
thing south of Union street and west of Sec- 
ond street, and reaching around to the 
gas-works and above Fourth street on Jack- 
son, was completely burned. It is esti- 
mated that the total loss to the city 
in buildings alone is easily $10,000,000 and the 
personal losses will probably reach $20,000, 000. 
Whetber there is much loss of life cannot yet 
be ascertained. There is great privation 
among the poor, as nearly every restaurant 
and grocery in the city was consumed by the 
fire. The burnt district, comprising sixty- 
four acres, now presents the aspect of a huge 
oven of burning coals, and threatens even 
further destruction. The firemen, rein- 
forced by Tacoma and Snohomich, 
are on the alert. The streets 
all througb the night were crowded with peo- 
ple, wandering about penniless and home- 
less. The militia and extra police are to be 
geen On every corner guarding the property 
againstthieves and vandals. One hundred 
arrests have already been made. All ofthe 
daily newspapers will publish to-morrow. 

AN AWFUL PICTURE. 

Words fal to describe the awful picture of 

the fire and desolation. It is like the Chicago 


fire, and tike Chicago, will be rebuilt. Every- 
body seems in good spirits as it is bard to 
realize the dreadfulness of this sudden 
calamity. When the Tokias & Singerman build- 
ing fell, about thirty people were near it and 
many of them were crushed.

killing of Custer was an accident; that if he 
had been recognized in time his lite would 
have been spared. He professed to be a great 
admirer of Custer, and probably was. Un- 
doubtedly Sitting Bull was the most wily and 
astute Indian in the Sioux Nation. With no 
name as a warior to help him he gained an as- 
cendency as a ‘‘medicine man’’—a prophet, a 
preacher, a teacher, a politician. He isa 
Hunk Papa and dividesthe chieftanship of 
that band with Gall. Ever since the 
Little Big Horn fignt there has been a 
bitter rivalry between the men. Gall 
commanded the Indians on that occasion, 
Sitting Bull remained in his tent making In- 
cantations, distiliing ‘‘medicines’’ and in- 
dulging inthe foolery that was supposed to 
exercise great influence over the fortunes of 
battle. After the fight Gall wanted to make 
peace with the whites. In this desire he was 
supported by Humph, Low Dog, Crow King, 
Two Bears, Big Head and the warrior element 
of thetribe generally. Sitting Bull was for 
holding out and retreating. With 
him were the **wise 
men’’ of the contended 
that ifthey could get across the line into the 
British territory they could compel the Gov- 
ernment to make better terms with them. 
These opposing policies splitthe court into 
two hostile factions. The disagreement cul- 
minated inthe surrender of Gall, Crow King 
and a large number of other foliowers. 
CROW. KING. 

After burying the hatchet Crow King went 
to Standing Rock, where he was made much 
of. He is to-day 10 as the foremost 
man in the Sioux Nation. Endowed with a 
superb pnhysique—strong, agile, courage- 
ous—he is an ideal Indian. is 
unquestionable honesty, atriotism 
and devotion tothe interests of his people 
have won for him the sincere respect of the 
agents and officers and officials at the agency. 
Sitting Bull’s policy led to far different re- 
sults. He remained in British territory until 
his followers were reduced almost to the star- 
vation point, maintaining that Maj. Walsh 
the commander of the Canadian mounted 
police, had promised to make good terms for 
bim with the United States at Washington. 
The scarcity of food, the lack of game and the 
absenoe of any indications of the concessions 
that were expected from Washington caused 
the Indians to murmur and show signs of dis- 
satisfaction with Sitting Bull’s leadership. 
When bis fortunes were at low ebb Sitting Bull 
received the information from an Indlan run- 
ner that his favorite daughter, Minnestema 
(Sleeping Water), a name conferred upon her 
by the whites, had run away with an Indian 
buck, who had subsequently abandoned her. 
These tidings well nigh broke Sitting Bull’s 
heart. With all his faults he was an affeo- 
tionate father, as most Indians are. Minnes- 
tema, the flower of the Hunk-Papa tribe, was 
his idol, and his pride was stung to the quick, 
because the Indian who had so shame- 
fully deserted her was a man 
whom he despised. Humbled, de- 
spondent, broken in spirit, Sitting Bull 
decided to surrender. When he got to Stand- 
ing Rock agency, under the shadow of Fort 
Yates, he found his great rival, Gall, had 
gained complete ascendeney over the Indians 
who had followed hia fortunes. He had to 
endure the mortification also of seeing a num 
ber of those who had heretofore adhered to 
him go over to his enemy. He resorted to the 
arts of the medicine man to recover his popu- 
larity. He indulged in incantations, he 
prophasied evil, he began an es in the 
camp against his rival, but his spells and his 
oratory had alike lost their potency. He only 
played into the hands of his enemy. 

The Government officials got wind of the 
mischief that was brewing and after a confer- 
ence with Gall and some other chiefs inimical 
to Sitting Bull, they decided to take steps 
which would piainly show Sitting Bull that his 


when he he always did protested that the 


power was gone. They placed Four Horns, 


— 


Sitting Bull’s father, a decrepit imbecile old 
man, in command of the camp. Sitting Bull 
began to hatch a conspiracy. The Govern. 
ment decided to nip it in the bud. The steam- 
er Gen. Sherman wasisent for and Sitting Buil 
and 148 of his people, including his two wives 
and their children and his two famous fightin 

nephews, were placed on board as prisoners o 

war, and taken to Fort Randall, several hun- 
dr miles distant from Standing Rock 


Agency. 
A DRAMATIC &CENE. 

But before Sitting Bnll embarked a dramatie 
scene took place. He determined to make 
one more effort to regain the prestige he had 
lost. Three thousand Indians were gathered 
around. It was a large audience. Sittin 
Bull drew his knifefrom its sheath and offere 
it with his tomahawk to Capt. Stowe, who 
was in command of the transfer expedition, 
At the same time he made a speech ostensibly 
intended for the Captain, but really addressed 
to the assembled Indians, with the purpose of 
arousing their feelings He posed before 
them as a bero. After handing the Captain 
his weapons he said that by these signs he 
surrendered (he was already a prisoner of 
war), and throwing himself prostrate on the 

round he besought the Captain to take 

is life, to infict 8 torture he pleased upou 
him, but to spare his people and deal with 
them kindly. The appeal did not elicit the 
response that Sitting Bull had hoped for. In- 
stead of applauding most of the Inalans 
laughed athim. Asahero and patriot they 
had no faith in him. In their eyes he had only 
rendered himself ridiculous. With the butt ends 
of the soldiers’ muskets he was boosted out of 
the camp into the steamer. At Fort Randall 
Sitti ull sent a message to the Government 

rontising that if he were allowed to go back 

o the place of his birth on the Grand 

River, he would wear white men’s clothes 
and endeavor to persuade his followers to do 
the samething. He said that he had come to 
the conclusion that there could be no more 
fighting on the pare of his people, and that 
the next generation of Indians would have to 
become like the white men around them and 
learn to till the earth and master the mecban- 
lcalarts. After a white Sitting Bull was per- 
mitted to return to Standing Rock and later 
was allowed to go totne Grand River Valley. 
This valley comprises the traditional sacred 
hunting grounds ofthe Sioux Indians. It is 
the richest of all the Indian possessioné in 
North America. 

Sitting Bull built for himselfa little ‘‘shack’’ 
on the Grand River about fifteen miles from 
Stonewall Oreek, the place where he was 
born. With the exception ofa trip which he 
made tothe East accompanied by some of 
his people, he has lived at this place ever 
since. But it has not been as Sitting Bull that 
once stood high inthe estimation of his ped- 
ple. The touch of civilization has under- 
mined the faith of the Sioux in the medicine 
man. When he went tothe agency to receive 
his rations he was no longer hailed as the 
„Great I Am;’’ he was always treated with a 
certain — 1 — 228 but it was the 
same as that accorded to other chiefs who 
never been famous. . 

GALL’S TRIUMPH. 

At the great Sioux council which was held at 
the time the Dawes commission visited Stand- 
ing Rock to get the consent of the Indians to 
the opeping of the strip of territory lying be- 
tween the Missouri and the Black Hie,

GIVE QUICKLY AND LIBERALLY. 
Later reports from the Conemaugh 

Valley show that the situation is worse 
instead of better than was anticipated 
and that the need of immediate relief on 
an enormous scale is extreme. 

It is impossible to describe accurately 
the condition of the valley and its sur- 
viving people. Theentire extent of the 
valley is a wreck, with houses demolished 
and lands covered with slime and rocks. 
The wreckage of destroyed property is 
scattered over the country and is packed 
against the Johnstown bridge and other 
obstructions. In this mass of wreckage 
are thousands of decomposing bodies of 
animals and human beings, turning the 
whole valley into a modern Gehenna to 
breed pestilence and death along the en- 
tire course of the rivers below the Cone- 
maugh unless removed at once. It is 
estimated that it will take 10,000 men 
thirty days to clear away this fetid debris. 
An immense sum of money is required for 
this important work at once. 

Conservative estimates place the num- 
ber of the dead at about 15,000. The loss 
of all property in the valley is complete. 
This leaves at least 30,000 persons home- 
less and penniless, who must be supplied 
with food and clothing immediately and 
until they can be giyen homes and occu- 
pation. True benevolence should go even 
further than this, and aid them in re- 
building their ruined houses. 

it is natural, perhaps, for people to con- 
clude that with the whole country re- 
sponding to the call for aid there is no 
need of hurry or unusual liberality, but 
this is a mistake. The dispatches from 
the scene of disaster state that there are 
plenty of telegrams of sympathy and 
promises of heip, but thatmoney and sup- 
plies are lacking. We have no sympathy 
with the selfish argument that Pennsyl- 
vania should take care of her own suffer- 
ing. Pennsylvanians are doing much, 
but there are many other devastated dis- 
tricts imploring help besides the Cone- 
maugh. i 

The appeal for prompt generositv goes 
to every citizen of the United States. 
Every citizen of St. Louis should respond 
to it to the utmost of his means.

ANOTHER GREAT DISASTER. 

Following close upon the heels of the 
awful cataclysm in the Conemaugh Val- 
ley comes the news of a terrible disaster 
in the far West. The city of Seattle, W. 
T., is threatened with total destruction by 
fire. 

The dispatches last night gave indefinite 
reports of a great conflagration at that 
place which had eaten into the heart of 
the city and had destroyed millions of 
dollars worth of property. The news 
is confirmed to-day with additional 
information which indicates that the con- 
flagration has become a monstrous holo- 
caust. It is estimated that the loss in 
property already reaches the enormous 
sum of $30,000,000, and it is believed that 
many persons have perished in the flames. 
The reports state that dynamite was used 
to blow up buildings in order that the 
flames might be checked. The cutting off 
of telegraphic communication makes the 
securing of definite information difficult, 
but there is little doubt that Seattle is 
nearly destroyed. 

The proverbial multiplication of mis- 
fortunes is strangely accomplished by 
flood and fire within a week. The East 
and the West are suffering under ter- 
rible visitation, and stretch out their 
arms imploring help. The generosity of 
this great prosperous people which goes 
out to Johnstown will embrace Seattle 
should her people need assistance. 

THE necessity of a pleasure resort within 
a stone’s throw of the 1,871 acres of beau- 
tiful Forest Park is not apparent. And 
the propriety of compelling residents ad- 
joining a block to pay an enormous sum 
for it by threats of decreasing the comfort 
of their hemes and depreciating the value 
of their property is just as little apparent.

WITHOUT THE SOUPED LIKUTENANT. 


A Letter Introduced by the Prisener That 
Is in Direct Contrast to the One (flered 
by the Prosecution—Fun for the Jeffer- 
som Barracks Ladies—The Story Told by 
the Sergeant.

When they were opened the prisoner 
and his counsel and the spectators were ad- 
mitted and then the trial began. Capt.

The Chief Signal Officer does not desire to confine 
you too closely to clerical or routine labor, but ex- 
pects you to become responsible for and arrange the 
entire work both in your own interests and those of 
the seryice. Pr:vate Wileon has been highly recom- 
mended to the Chief Signal Officer as a man in every 
way competent to do good work, but the entire dis- 

osition of the station is left to your own considera- 

ion and judgment. . 

The Chief Signal Officer deems it necessary to in- 
vite your attention in detail to the important inter- 
ests to be committed to your charge, and feels con- 
fident that in the future, as in the 2 you will be 
found competent to properly care for them. Should 
it not be possible to furnish you a competent assist- 
ant immediately on Sergt.

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EXPERIENCES OF A SURVEYING 


ROUGH 
; CLASS AT IBONTON. 


Eleven Students of the Washington Univer- 
sity Arrested by a Drunken Constable for 
Singing Their College Songs—Hoodlum 
Officers Who Are Doing Great Damage 
to the Community Which Pays Their 


NSTRUCTORS John- 
son and Hovey and the 
surveying class of the 
Polytechnic Division 
of Washington Uni- 
versity are at work at 
Ironton. Itis a good 
thing for the town that 
the theodolites are not 
twelve-pound Howit- 
gers. The boys band- 
ling the clamps would 
be very much tempted 
to let loose on the 
Town Hall in retalia- 
8 5 tion for the outrageous 
treatment with which they have met. They 
went down to Ironton last Friday on their an- 
nual surveying expedition. They bave been 
charged and fined for alleged disturbance 
of the peace and threatened with 
equally unjust prosecutions for trespass and 
destruction of property. The finding of the 
carcass of ahog inthe vicinity of the hotel 
has been made the basis ofan ugly suspicion 
that they have done murder on the defunct 
porcine and another prosecution is threatened. 
From their experiences so far it would 
seem that the officers of the law at Ironton are 
determined to assess all damages sustained 
by flood, fire and the visitation of Providence 
againstthe peaceful sophomores who went 
into their midst with their chain and theodo- 
lites and the friendliest intentions. Annually 


the students of the surveying class 
are given one month’s work in the 
field. Im accordance with this custom 


Prof. J. B. Johnson and Prof. Hovey on last 
Friday started down to Ironton, the point 
fixed upon for thie year’s excursion, accom- 
panied by eleven students. About 9o’clock 
that evening they started out to find the Post- 
office, in ordertosend home word of their 
safe arrival and satisfactory location. On 
the way to the office they started up 
a college song which was brought to a sudden 
close by the descent of a Constable anda 


Deputy City Marshal, who, armed with re- 
volvers which were aimed at the students, 

laced the eleven students under arrest. A 

ustice of the Peace was called up and court 
opened in the Town Hall

and the boys were given a choice between 
giving pond aggregating $5,500, paying a fine 
of $1 and costs each or going to jail. They de- 
cided to plead guilty to the charge as the 
easiest way out of the trouble and were as- 
sessed $4.50each, all the money except 511 
going to the vigilant officers and the hungry 
officials of the midnight tribunal as fees for 
the performance of duty. 

On Saturday eleven more students went 
down and found the advance guard consider- 
ably exasperated over theirtreatment. They 
intended pullup stakes and leave the town, 
but were prevailed on by their hostess to re- 
main. Any further attacks by boozy officials 
will probably meet with more determined re- 
sistance hereafter. 

Prot. Johnson bas written a card to the Jron 
County Register addressed ‘‘To the Good 
People of Ironton and Vicinity,’’ setting 
forth the indignities and injustices shown the 
pupils. He left Prof. Hovey in charge of the 
detachment of students in the field on last

THE PROFESSOR’S ACCOUNT 
of the raid on the students and thelr subse- 
quent arraignment and experiences during 
the first three days’ stay is as follows: 

The eleven students who arrived on Fri- 
day evening had scarcely been in the city an 
hour when they were suddenly, without the 
least Metro = put under arrest by the con- 
stable, who had calied to his aid the deputy 
City Marshal. The students had started out 
about 9 o’clock to find the Post-office, tor the 
purpose of mailing postal cards, which they 
had all written home, telling of their happy 
arrival. They marched in fle and sang their 
college songs, as is the custom of students the 
world over. For this alone they were arrested, 
marched into a saloon at the point ofa revol- 
ver, and given their choice to plead gullty of 
disturbing the peace before a hastily sum- 
moned court, or giving a bond in the sum of 
$500 each, or going to jail! All being strangers 
in the city they despaired of bein 


able to

was to plead guilty. They so decided, anda 
court was summoned in the City Hall, where 
at about ll o’clock p. m. they were all duly

Ex-Surrogate Daniel Rollins, too, 
left his positive denial at home and acknowl- 
edged that some talk had been had about a 
cowpromise, but nothing had been —

Notwithstanding all these little denlals, 
the PoOST-DISPATCH correspondent has it 
from an excellent source that, as announced 
yesterday, the contest is ended. Last night a 
prominent member of the New York Club, of 
which both Henry G. Hilton, Jr., and h 
brother Fred are members, said to the Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent: 

I'll tell you the terms of the settlement if 

ou will leave my name out. Where I get the 

nformation is my own business, but it is 
straight. In the first place, Judge Hilton did 
not offer acompromise. Now, mind you, that 
is not saying thatthe Butlers or the Smiths 
proposed it first. They did not either. It 
ust sort of worked itself around through the 
awyers. It was found that there was a poss!i- 
bility of a compromise being effected and the 
parapets were consulted.

Hilton has also promised to turn over to the 


family of Judge J. Lawrence Smith 
the sum of at least $1,000,000 in 
addition to the principal sum named 
above. In addition to this the con- 


testants are to co-operate with Judge 
Hilton as co-executors in all matters pertain- 
ing to the vital interests of the estate. This 
latter item is a big one in the compromise, as 
it will enable both sides to dispose of prop- 
erty by sale or otherwise and give rfect 
title, a thing which would be impossible were 
there not unity and good feeling among the 
executors. This, sir, isin brief the ig on 
which the settlement was effected. 

By the terms of the compromise it will be 
seen that the contestants wil! have a neat little 
sum of $6,000,000 or more out of the $40,000,000 
estate, in addition to that already conceded,

THE SITUATION IN EUROPE TO-DAY. 
„„Take a glance atthe situation in Europe 
to-day,’’ said my Roman informant, ‘‘and 
mark it well. Germany is opposed to all things 
French; France to alithings German. Under 
the concordat France has the privilege to 
protest against the election of certain candli- 
dates. The privilege is rarely exercised and 
the cardinals are not bound to obey it; but 
under present circumstances, when every 
force must be utilized in the struggle for the 
restoration of temporal power, it would be 
obeyed.
